SYNOPSIS OF PLAY 

The young nobleman Count Tassilo Endrody having been forced 
to sell his estate in order to pay his debts, decides to become an 
overseer under the assumed name of Bela Torek on the estate 
of the Countess Maritza in order to earn an honest living. The 
Countess falls in love with him unaware that he is of equal 
rank to herself—so does Manya, the attractive Gypsy. The 
Countess to keep off fortune hunters has published her engage¬ 
ment to an imaginary nobleman, one Baron Zupan. A noble¬ 
man of the same name, however, reads of the engagement and 
arrives at the castle willing to fulfill his part of the bargain.
